TO  THE 

READER- 

Friend, 

THe  Original  being  burned f  to  fatisfie  the  Defires  of  my 
Friends  ^nd  clew  my  Innocency,!  have  given  forth  a  Copy 
thereof-.  It  was  directed  to  Ric  hard  Bellingham,  Governour  of 
the  Maflachufets^Simon  Broadftreet  &  William  Hjiuchorn 
Ajfiflents,  or  whom  elfe  it  might  concern  5  which  Letter  about  thj 
middle  of  the  7th  Month,  i6"2.  was  by  a  Woman  Friend  left 
at  the  Hottfeof  the  /aid  Richard  Beilingham  :  Prefently  upon 
the  Receipt  thereof ,  or  fome  [mall  Time  after  the  fame  Day,  he 
fent  for  Nicholas  Moulder  o/Bofton,  Merchant ,and  demanded 
efhim  a  needle f 'jguejiion,  whofe Letter it  was  <  for  he  might  have 
feen  whofe  Letter  it  was^bem^  dried  from  Road-  Ifland5  the  nth 
cf  the  6 ih  Month,  1672.  my  known  Hand  and  Seal  to  it  5  but 
Nicholas  anfwered,  as  he  fuppofed,  It  was  mint  .  whereupon  the. 
faid  Richard  very  furhufy  in  Anger  and  Pafflon  reply  ed,  I  was 
An  old  fott/fh  Many  to  tb.it  effect  $  and  caufed  his  Man  to  fetch  a 
Candle  and  light  it,  he  being  in  Auguftinc  Lindalj  Houfe^  the 
Iron-monger,  and  in  Auguftine's  Prefence,  Nicholas  and  his 
Man 's opened  my  Letter,  then  ton  it,  and  put  it  into  the  Flame  of 
the  Candle  y  and  burnt  all  the  Writing,  without  reading  of  it, 
and  bad  Nicholas  to  take  Notice  of  it. 

ThteSy  after  he  had  contrary  to  .ill  Law  and  Right,  aba  fed  my 
Letter,  and  his  fnblick  Tru/J,  in  burning  a  Letter  of  public  k  Con- 
comment,  directed  to  two  in  Authority  with  him,  and  to  others 
of  his  Spirit,  that  it  ^i^ht  concern,  which  few  s  his  gre.it  Wcahtfi 
*ndPVickednefi,  *fi*ndt  tg  out  a'l  WAmnjftim  the  Spirit  if  fife 
Lord  in  bis  Servants  3  yet  nolwithfUnding  it  had  this  Ejf-cl,  the 
three  Beholders  have  exfreffed ' [.me'Tendirnefi ;  the  ptint  Man 


Tight d  the  Cmdle  by  his  Order >  he  was  troubled  in  his  Mind,  And 
m  they  termed  it,  Diftratted,  and  told  the  Cover no ur>  be  had  de* 
zeived  him,  and t hit  he  would  not  pluck  off  his  Hat  to  him,  and 
fuch  like  ;  fo  thathe  fent  him  home  to  Newbcry  with  his  Father : 
Thus  h&vingdhufed  me,as  is  [aid,  he  alfo  ahnjedmy  Friend  Ni- 
cholas Moulder,  and  asked  him  where  his  Security  was ,  or  elf e 
he  would  [end  him  toPrifon,  to  anfwer  the  next  Court;  but  for 
what,  he  expreffed  not,  nor  do  I  believe  he  knew  $  and  fo  calling 
him  proud  Quaker,  that  durfl  (land  with  hisHat  on  :  Nicholas 
being  bound  to  appear  at  their  Court  be  fore, he  therefore  let  him  go* 
Now  this  Abufe  was  net  done  by  the  Government  of  the  Mafla- 
chufct^  but  by  the  Elecltve  Govern o ur ,  as  a  private  Man,  in  a 
private  Houj  ^  before  three  private  Perfons,  without  bis  Counfel, 
kid  in  An^er  and  Fury  5  an  evil  Difeafe  I  know  he  hat  h  been  long 
warned  of,  when  I  was  joyned  with  him  in  Authority  in  the  Mai- 
f-achufers; 

:Nw  let  the  rational  and  impartial  Reader  judge,  not  leavened 
with  a  perfecuttng  Spirit,  whether  I  might  not  fo  exprefimy  {elf, 
as  I  have  in  the  tnfMng Letter,  being  intruded  in  thtfrfi  fet- 
ling  thereof  {and  wuh  the  chief  eft  in  all  publtck  Charges)  even 
before  Bofton  was  namd,  or  any  Houfe  therein,  /  butlded  the 
firjt'good  Houftjn  which  the  f aid  Governour  and  Merchant  Brak. 
el  now  dwell :  /  having  {pent  much  of  my  E fate,  and  Prime  of  my 
Age  in  propagating  Pi  ant  at  tons,  and  new  come  to  the  la  ft  Period, 
the  70.  Tear  of  my  Age  3  in  Dtfcharge  of  my  Conjciencf  towards 
&od)  and  in  tender  Love  and  due  Kefpi  ff  to  aff,  I  write,  as  I 
hzve  done,  to  warn  you  of  your  general  Calamity,  won  which  I 
parted  from  you,  that  perfecuttng  Spirit  let  loofe,  that  hath  fo  much 
iniangered  and  hindered  your  Govd  both  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  hazard  both  your  Patent,  Lives  and  Eflstes^  as  in  my  Letter, 
$0  which  I  refer  you  y  may  appear  «  and  reft  your  in  true  Live,

TH  5  who  profefTeft  thy  felf  a  Chrifim  ;  how  can'ft 
thou  pcrfecute,  and  baniih,  and  imprifon  luchas  are 
CbrtjtUns,  whereas  by  the  Command  of  Chriftjefus,  thou 
art  to  Jove  thine  Enemies  t  and  how  dofb  thou  love  thy 
Neighbour  as  thy  felf,  aud  God  above  aljr  and  keep  the 
Commandments  of  God,  when  thou  doft  perfecute  and 
banilh  his  Servants,  as  thou  haft  Solomon  Becks  and  Ni? 
iboUs  Alexander  of  zfamAica,  a  jufticeoi  Peace  and  a  Cap.- 
taio  by  CommiCfion  from  the  King  i  Is  this  thy  entertain- 
ing of  Strangers  (and  the  King's  Commiffionersc')  was  thou 
fo  entertain  d  by  meat  Read-Ijhnd.whcn  thou  wall  a  Stran- 
ger there,  and  I  Govcrnour  <  I  id  I  take  thee  out  of  one 
Prifonandput  thee  into  another,  as  thou  haft  done  ray 
Friends,  with  Hazard  of  their  lives,  being  weak  and  fkk, 
and  not  yet  recovered  <  What  /  Haft  thou  not  innocent 
Blood  enough  yet  I  Doeft  thou  think  that,  this  v.  ill  be  well 
taken  at  $AmatCA,  when  your  Shipping  cornetb  thitjher^ 
But  as  Perfecutors  were  ever  blind,  fo  an  thou  •  the  Lord 
will  one  Day  account  with  thee,  as  it  is  faid  by  him  w  hich 
is  Faithful  and  Juft, Luke  13.45^4^»  The  hord  of  that  S  rtarj 
wiH  come  w  aDaj  when  he  looks  not  for  him. And  in  a  Hour  rvhen  he 
is  not  Aw&te,  And  will  cut  him  in  (under \  And  will  af  pant  him  hk 
Portion  with  Unbelievers  •  mind  that  feriouflyas  thou  wiiheft 
thy  own  Good.   Now  for  thee,  Friend/Jiatdoeft  i  otonly 
proFefs  thy  felf  a  chrifiUnJoui  one  of  the  higheft  Forms,  and 
that  was  againft  the  Bithops  in  England     offered  by  thcra^ 
G  /  how  is  chat  Tendernefs  loft  fincc  thy  coming  into  A  u- 
thority  in  New-England,  that  thy  Collegue  tfohn  Endictf 
deceafed  and  thee,  are  numbred  among  the  Perfecutors  and 
Wicked,  whofc  Names  and  Memorials  (haU.fl.irik  and  ror  •  ' 


for  you  two,  whom  I  fay,  I  did  know,  formerly  had  fome 
Tendernefs  in  you  (For  1  have  known  you  both  long,  thee  a- 
bove  this  forty  five  Years)I  fay,for  you  fo  far  to  degenerate 
from  chripanity  to  Hardncfs  and  Cruelty,  as  to  give  Sen- 
tence of  Death  upon  five  of  thcServants  of  thelivingLord, 
four  of  which  were  executed,  barely  for  their  Conscience 
towards  God,andonly  for  being  fuch  as  are  called  Quakers, 
and  coming  into  your  Jurisdiction  (and  you  would  not  fuf- 
fer  the  Graves  or  the  Martyrs  of  Jefus  to  be  inclofed)  to 
prevent  which,  i  know,  you  had  many  Warnings  from 
theLord  by  Men,  Women  and  Children  injSmtes  oi  Dayes, 
and  by  me  WilltdmCoddingtcn  the  Aged  ,  for  in  much  Tcn- 
dernefs was  I  moved  of  the  Lord  to  write  unto  you^cven  fo 
mourning  over  you  when  i  was  in  writing,  that  my  Tears 
blotted  my  Paper,  to  warn  you  in  the  Name  or  the  Lord 
(to  take  heed  and  not  to  joyn  to  that  Spirit,  that  then  had 
lead  you  into  Imprifonments,  Cruelty,  Whippings,  cut  - 
tin*  "off  Ears,  Fines,  and  taking  away  Goods,  Banilh- 
ingDon  Pain  of  Death  the  Servants  of  the  living  God)  for 
following  the  Leadings  of  that  Spirit  that  would  lead 
you  to  take  away  their  Lives :  But  as  none  of  the  former 
Warnings  from  fundry  oFthe  Servants  of  the  Lord's  Mcf- 
fensers,°that  fpbak  to  you  in  the  Name  and  Power  of  the 
Lord  •  fo  that  though  the  Lord  would,  ye  would  not  for 
the  Friend  that  brought  my  Letter,  being  in  Company 
with  William  Rohinfon  and  Mtrmadake  Stevenfon^  you  impri- 
foned,  and  cruelly  whipped  :  So,  though  I  came  over  with 
your  Govcrnour,  as  an  AfMent  in  Commiflion  with  him, 
&c.  and  for  feaven  Years  in  Authority's  a  Magiftrate  and 
Trcafurcrofthc  Country,  and  equal  with  you  in  other  re- 
fpe&s,  and  parted  from  you,  becaufe  you  would  perlecutc 
as  by  aRcmonftrancein  Court,  when  others  and  my  felf 
were  Members  of  it,appears-,yet  notwithftandihgmiy  Let- 
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ter  found  no  better  Acceptance,  then  is  aforcfaid  5  never 
returned  me  one  Word  in  Anfwer  to  the  feveral  particulars 
therein  expreffcd.but  have  been  To  filled  with  the  Devices 
of  your  own  Hearts  and  Wayes,  that  your  Cruelties  have 
filled  thcContents  of  two  printed  Treanfes  hitherto,which 
cannot  be  fufficiently  expreffed,  which  is  the  World's  Won- 
der, and  the  Aftoniihment  of  all  that  are  Men  of  Ingenu- 
ity and  Tendernefs:  I  fay,  it  hath  filled  two  Books  in 
Jgjtarto,  though  fince  1667.  your  unjuft  Doings  have  not 
been  printed,  of  which  this  is  one3  I  (hall  noW  write  unto 
you  of,  though  my  Letter  find  no  better  Acceptance  then 
my  former  did,  viz.  There  were  Co  many  Books  that  colt 
ten  Pound  Sterling  luEngLztdJcnt  loBdrbadoes^  which  were 
•0  have  been  tranfported  to  this  Ifland  for  me  and  other 
Friends,  in  Shipping  belonging  to  this  Ifland  5  but  through 
Mi/take,  was  by  Willum  M*fi&* brought  to  Pafcatua  :  No 
Opportunity  prefenting  for  Tranfportation  to  us,  fome  of 
your  Magiftrare*  or  Officers  fearched  his  Vcflel  $  he  infor- 
ming me  thereof,  that  your  Officers  had  taken  the  faid 
Books,  and  that  they  were  brought  to  Sofisn^  I  demanded 
my  Goods  of  Rkk&t&Beilinghm^  then  and  now  Governour  :. 
Thou  not  denying  to  have  received  them,  but  gave  me  a 
fcoffing  Anfwer,  not  becoming  thy  Gravity  5  therefore  I 
IfoalJ  not  only. demand  them  of  thee  (my  ancient  Friend) 
but  of  two  others  of  your  Magiftrates  5  my  ancient  Friend 
alfo,  viz.  S  mm  Broad flreet.no  others  but  him  (that  I  know) 
now  living  in  the  Majfaovvfets,  that  were  in  England chofen 
with  meAffiftents  to  the  Governour  of  the  Majjachttfets  ^now 
above  forty  two  Years  paft:  Friend5  I  have  ofcen  read 
thy  Name  in  the  kid  Books  J  and  or  thy  being  in 
ghndy  when  fome  of  the  People  of  God  came  to  confer 
or  examine  thee  about  the  purling  to  Death  or  murdering 
of  fome  ol  -their  Friends  in  Htv-EnUnd^  whether  thoa 
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Iiidft  a  Hand  in  it^and  by  what  Law  thou  didft  it  j  aad  whe- 
ther you  were  fubjed  to  the  Laws  in  England }  and  thou 
anfweredft  in  a  fearful  Manner,  Guilt  being  upon  thee^and 

wonldft  muffle  it  of? thy  felf>  and  faidft,  you  had  a  Law  by 
which  you  put  fefuttes  to  Death :  It  was  asked  you,  whe- 
ther they  were  $e[»ites  and  whether  you  put  them  to 
Death  as  fcfuites  <t  And  thy  Anfwer  was',Nay,  thou  didli 
not  believe  they  were  Jefuitts :  So  then  it  was  faid  to  thee, 
that  you  had  murdered  them,  when  no  Law  of  England 
could  beinftanced  by  thee,  by  which  you  had  put  them  to 
Death :  And  fo  foon  after  got  out  of  £»£/W,before  Wifc- 
am  Robinfons  Father  came  to  the  City  of  London-,  and  there 
were  fome  that  were  in  Power  in  England,  thac  were  much 
troubled  at  our  Friends  in  England,  becaufe  they  would 
net  feizc  upon  thee  and  thy  Company,  as  Murderers,  who 
had  murt tiered  the  King's  Subjects,  and  forfeited  their  own 
Patent,  and  a&cd  contrary  to  the  Lzwsot  England,  in  mur- 
dering his  Subjects,  having  no  Law  of  England  forir,  and 
manifefted  your  felves  to  be  Rebels  1 3  the  King,  in  putting 
his  Subjects  to  Death  without  his  Laws,  and  denying  his 
Subjects  their  Appeal  to  the  King  of  England  znd  his  Laws, 
when  you  murdered  them :  And  what  was  Mary  Dyer  a  fcfu- 
ite,  whom  you  murdered,  and  put  to  Death,  and  hanged 
on  your  Sallows ;  and  when  you  had  done,  your  great 
Major  Admen  came  intoyour  Court,  and  boafted  to  your 
Court,  and  to  shem  under  the  Sentence  of  Death  and  Ex- 
amination,  how  Miry  Dyer  hanged  like  a  Flag,  who  had 
been  that  Day  executing  of  her,  thinking  thereby  to  have 
terrified  them  5  but  the  Servants  of  the  Lord  were  carried 
above  all  your  Threats  and  Terrors,  and  him  who  boafted 
of  your  murdering  of  her :  And  the  Day  will  come  you 
will  have  fmall  Caufe  to  boait  io  fuch  Murders,  as  he  had 
noCaufe,  as  his  Endmade  manifeft,  as  yours  will  do,  as 

will 


will  befcem,  as  his  hath  been  to  all  Nt»  England  5  for 
when  the  Servants^  God  warned  him  of  the  Judgments 
or  God  to  come  upon  Mm,  he  boaftcd  and  faid,  You  tei 
usof  the  Judgments  of  God  to  come  upon  us,  but  when 
will  rjicy  come?  wc  fee  none  yet:  But  they  fuddenly 
came  upon  him,  and  made  him  a  S  pcdaclc  to  all  the  Blood - 
thirfty  Priefts  and  Magiftratcs  in  Netv-ExgUnd,  for  you  to 
look  at,  as  he  faid  to  you  &  our  Friends,  Miry  Dyer  hanged 
like  a  Flag  to  look  at,  who  foon  after  was  made  a  Specta- 
cle for  you  to  fgafe  at)  And  was  not  his  Eyes  like  Sawfers 
for  you  to  look  at  f  And  did  not  his  Blood  run  through  the 
Floor  of  your  Court-  Houfe,  where  yon  had  given  Sentence 
for  taking  away  of  the  Blood  of  God  s  People,  yea,  in 
the  Place  where  the  faid  Man  had  boafled  that  Mary  Dyer 
hanged  like  a  Flag  5  but  foon  the  Vengeance  of  God  took 
hold  of  him,  and  made  him  a  Sign  to  ycu,  and  to  all  other 
blood- chirfty  Perfecurors. 

Now  Friend,  though  1  thus  write  for  clearing  my  I  etti- 
-mony,  yet  have  I  nothing  but  Love  in  my  Heart  towards 
you  5  for  thou  art  my  ancient  Friend  %  thou  waft  known 
to  me  before  thou  waft  married,  when  thou  cameft  to  Bojl- 
on  Lector,  and  after  we cane to  Ktw.tng Win  the  ArbtU 
k :  I  fay,  when  I  was  informed  out  diEnglxrd,  that  G.F. 
and  others  of  our  ffriends  had  been  with  thee,  as  is  faid, 
and  that  they  had  left  you  to  the  Judgments  of  God,which 
you  could  not  cfcape,  it  would  be  too  hard  for  you-,  for  the 
Lord  of  that  Servant  would  comein  a  Day  he  looked  not 
for,&c.  lnhn+6.  for  if  ohn  Norton  one  or  thy  Company, 
who  when  you  paufed  upon  the  executing  of  William  Robin- 
ion  and  Marmaiuke  stwenfa  and  forbarc  one  Day  fit  may 
be  at  the  Mediation  of  my  ancient  and  worthy  Friend  3*. 
Winthro?  Governour  of  ConeticuU  who  did  much  mterceed 
with  you  to  prevent  your  Shedding  ol  innocent  Blcod;  he 
/        1         J       g  encou. 
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encouraged  you  thereunto,andche  reft  of  your  cruel  Works; 
this  bloody  Pcrfecutor  being  at  yourWorihip-Houfein  the 
fore-part  of  the  Day,  and  intended  to  go  in  the  after-  pare, 
the  Lord  came  upon  him  in  a  Bay  he  looked  not  for,  and 
in  an  Hour  he  was  not  aware  of,  andfo  cut  him  cfT-  for  he 
fell  down  dead :  And  did  he  not  fay, the  Judgments  of  Cod 
were  upon  him  *  which  1  leave  to  thy  Confederation,  left 
it  be  faid  of  thce>thou  hadft  Time  to  repent,  and  yet  repen- 
tedft  not,  as  it  is  faid  of  fezehcl.  William  Hwtborn,  my  third 
ancient  Friend,  that  I  have  faid  I  would  write  to  I  hy 
Name  is  alfo often  mentioned  in  the  laid  Book  or  "Books  : 
I  cannot  now  fay,  how  tar,  with  my  other  two  anci- 
ent Friends,  thou  art  guilty  of  the  Death  o,  our  Friends 
before- faid but  this  I  can  fay,  that  though  Hand  joyn 
in  Hand,  yet  ihall  not  the  Wicked  go  tinpuniihed :  Friend, 
iince  thou  cameft  in  Authority  ;  for  in  the  Ship,  I  know 
thou  waft  tender,  feri;  us  and  retired,  as  became  the  Gof- 
pel  of  Chrift  (fori  had  Speech  with  thee  many  times), 
and  both  then  and  afterward  bare  ft  thy  Teftimony  againft 
Perfecution.andftinting  or  limiting  the  Spirit  of  P;ophecy 
in  any,  viz.  to  reftrain  from  Preaching,  but  by  Allowance 
of  certain  PetfotiS;  if  that  fho.oldtahc  Pbce  in  New-En- 
gland, thoulo  )kedft  atita»oneof  themoft  horndeft  Ads 
as  ever  was  dor.e  in  Ntw-EnvUnd^  and  would  oe  as  great  a 
Token  of  God's  lorlaking  Ntw  Engh  .d^  as  any  (I  know 
where  thou  fpake  ic)  aud  it  wasagood  Speech  ;  for  this 
is  the  Day  of  God's  Appearance  in  his  Sons  ai  d  Daughters,, 
in  pouring  o  it  his  Spirit,  fo  they  muft  pro  phefie .  and  who 
can  withold  the  Work  of  the  Lord  ?  Are  you  flronger  rhen 
he  f  What  hath  all  yo  r  Perfection  come  to  me nt ioned 
in  the  forcfaid  Rooks  <  though  Briarsand  Thorns  have  fet 
themfelvesin  Battel  againft  the  lord,  yet  he  harh  gone 
through  you  all    for  fmce  ypur  oppoling  the  Truth  in  yo  ;r

Jurisdiction,  have  not  many  been  brought  to  know  him,, 
whom  to  know  is  life  Eternal  C  You  may  as  well  with- 
hold the  flowing  of  the  Tide  into  the Msffacbu jets  Bay,as  the 
Workings  of  the  God  of  Truth  in  the  Heart*  of  his  People 
in  the  Maflachufcts  Jurisdiction^  to  limit  the  holy  One  to  a 
Company  or  Tribe  of  Pricih,who  make  a  trade  of  the  Scri- 
ptures, keeping  People alwayes  under  their  Teaching  thac 
they  may  be  alwayes  paying  of  them.  Now  for  the  Books 
taken  away  by  your  Officer  ,detain  d  fomc  years,demai. ded 
or  your  Gv>ver,'Our,is  an  Act  o  fuch  Hoitiiity,  thst(by  me) 
cannot  be  paralleled  :  Should  we  feize  oi  your  Merc hai its 
Goods  in  other  Places,  as  you  have  done  o;  ours,  wodd 
you  not  lay  we  had  done  right  ?  as  yo  j  had  do>,e  tootheis, 
fo  others  had  done  unto  you  ?  Had  1  been  in  Sf  ./»(as  I  have 
been J  Li  the  great  City  Malego,  and  the  nquilitors  had 
come  aboard  onr  Ship,  or  Ships,  and  they  ha  i  round  Books 
that  they  difliked,  yet  ihould  I  not  have  loft  the  Prophecy 
of  my  Books*,  they  would  feal  them  up,  and  when  the 
Ship  or  S;>ip$  were  ready  to  fail,  I  (hould  have  them  again  : 
Is  this  to  do  as  you  would  be  done  by  1  The  Pap/Jh  will 
condemn  you  in  this,  as  contrary  to  that  common  Equity 
that  ought  tobe,&  aifo  thePriviledge  or  znMnghfh  Subject: 
Yoj  ha\  c  taken  away  all  Law  andjuftice,  and  have  uiur- 
ped  it  into  your  own  Hands  .  for  you  are  Court,Jury,Jude>e, 
AwCufers,  Witnefs  and  all  no  [uftice  is  to  be  had  in  this 
1  ale.  Oh  theWonefty,  the  Honcfty  of  the  Papifis  \  they 
will  not  deftroy  Proprieties,  though  they  be  Sectaries,  out 
of  the  pure  and  Uiidefilcd  Religion,  that  f  ames  fpcaks  of  5 
out  of  the  Truth  and  Worihipin  Spirit  and  Truth,  that 
Chi  ift  ferup  above  fixteen  hundred  Years  ago. 

T  appeal  to  your  own  Matters  of  Ships  and  Merchants,  if 
this  be  not  fo :  Did  ev-  r  any  of  you  loofe  a  Book  ?  But  we
